The original design has been updated to 
reflect the year 2009, an additional four stars to represent the current 50 states, and 
the inscription “In God We Trust,” which was not on the 1907 version.

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Remembering Adna Wilde 


Longtime SDNS member Adna Wilde passed away 
on November 17 at the age of 88. Adna was a promi- 
nent member of the American Numismatic Association 
(ANA), having served as executive director, governor, 
vice president, president from 1981 to 1983, and treas- 
urer for the past 25 years. He joined SDNS in August 
1970 as member #908, and even though he lived in 
Colorado Springs, was loyal ever since. 

Adna helped found the ANA’s Summer Seminars, 
and served as one of the first instructors in 1969 with Ed 
Rochette. His numismatic specialties were Lesher 
Referendum dollars and Stone Mountain commemora- 
tive half dollars. He received a number of numismatic 
awards: the ANA Farran Zerbe Memorial Award, Life- . 
time Achievement Award, Medal of Merit, Exemplary Service Award, and three 


Presidential Awards. He was elected to the ANA Numismatic Hall of Fame and 
named ANA Numismatist of the Year in 2005. 

The ANA website has a special page for remembrances of Adnaa. It is filled with 
testimonials to his class, leadership, dignity, statesmanship, dedication, service, and

reverse. Denominations were added to 
the reverses of other coins in the early 
Nineteenth Century. 

So when did the differences 
begin? In 1849 gold dollars were 
introduced with the date on the reverse. 
Perhaps the small size was used as an ex- 
cuse, but the practice continued when the 
size was increased in 1854. Three-dollar 
coins of 1854-1889 contained UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA on the obverse and the date on the reverse. Other gold de- 
nominations follow the rules. Denominations were on all gold coins by 1808. 

In 1851 silver three-cent pieces were introduced without the word or impression 
of Liberty, and with UNITED STATES OF AMERICA on the obverse. This offense 
was repeated with the 1865-1889 nickel three cent 
pieces, except the liberty head’s coronet reads 
LIBERTY. 

The 1864-1873 two-cent pieces omit the 
LIBERTY word and impression, and instead add 
the new motto IN GOD WE TRUST. The 1866- 
1883 shield nickels use a very similar 
design. Those absences of LIBERTY were 
remedied on all subsequent nickels: Liberty 
Head, Indian Head, and Jefferson. 

Dimes and half dimes followed the 1792 
Act until 1860, when UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA was moved to the obverse. Half 
dimes were discontinued in 1873, but the 
obverse legend continued on dimes until

centuries. Only in 1999 did UNITED gate” did not apply to these gold coins. 
STATES OF AMERICA and QUARTER 


DOLLAR move to the obverse to accommodate more room for state quarter designs. 
State quarters are considered to be “commemoratives intended for circulation,” so 
were perhaps above the rules. Similarly, dates on initial presidential dollars were 
placed on the edge, and the Statue of Liberty is on the reverse. Otherwise they meet 
the original standards. 

Where are the most “violations”? Classic commemoratives of 1892-1954 seem to 
flaunt the 1792 rules in different ways. These were designed to be sold for profit, and 
not circulated. Often designs were created by artists outside the Mint, so UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA and HALF DOLLAR appear on more obverses than not. The 
dates can appear on either side, and the Missouri Centennial and Monroe Doctrine 
coins show the date on both sides. Almost half of the 48 classic commemorative half 
dollars do not include the word LIBERTY. By contrast, modern commemoratives 
since 1982 seem to follow the Act of 1792 faithfully. 

Can you now clearly tell the difference between Heads and Tails? We can see 
that “the date is on the obverse” is not always true. The locations of LIBERTY, 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, and the denomination are not consistent. As in many 
puzzles, the answer must be “it depends.” Or try a more FLIP-pant solution: FLIP 
the coin, and call it in the air! % 


Samoa Quarter Update 

The January Bulletin portrayed 23 new coin designs 
planned by the U.S. Mint for 2009. But the issue went to 
press before the final design was selected for the 
American Samoa quarter dollar.

The ava bowl, 
whisk and staff also appear on the Official Seal of American Samoa.

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Most numismatists are familiar with the colorful history and growth of 
America’s coinage system. From quaint beginnings in 1792, our nation’s Mints 
have produced increasing numbers of coins in various denominations, designs, and 
metals. Today, American coins are plentiful in supply and recognized worldwide. 

Less well known are the early struggles when American coins were few and 
thinly available. Three centuries elapsed between Columbus and the founding of the 
Philadelphia Mint in 1792. During that period, coins and paper money from numer- 
ous sources and with fluctuating monetary values complicated American trade. 

Starting with the Continental Congress, the American government had to 
designate certain foreign coins as Legal Tender: the specified money that the law 
authorizes a debtor to offer, and requires a creditor to receive in payment of mone- 
tary obligations. The Founding Fathers planned that foreign coins would be restruck 
into American coins, and after three years would not be accepted as legal tender. 

These goals did not work out as planned, as the authorized coinage lists were 
amended time and again. Many foreign coins remained | 
legal tender in America until 1857.

legal tender. The French 1/20 ecu and 6 
sols denominations were the smallest, valued at 5/4 cents. 

In all, 143 varieties of foreign silver coins from Spain’s dominions, France, 
and seven other countries were authorized as legal tender in America. 

Foreign Gold. Compared to silver varieties, more than twice as many foreign 
gold varieties (319) were accepted as legal tender. Gold guineas worth 21 shillings 
from mother country Great Britain, and their multiples and fractions, were author- 
ized (yet British silver was not.) Also authorized were their successor pound 
(20-shilling) denominations. The Louis d’or (guinea or ‘pistole’) of ally France was 
common in trade. After the French revolution, the successor franc denominations 
showing Napoleon, more Bourbon kings, and finally Louis Napoleon Bonaparte 
(Napoleon III) were accepted. 

The largest gold coin eligible as legal tender was the Portuguese 20,000 reis 
pieces minted 1724-1727, and valued at over $30. The smallest gold piece was the 
400 reis coin, worth about 60 cents, Also authorized were 18 other varieties of Por- 
tuguese reis and escudo (‘johannes’) denominations, and 12 varieties of Brazilian 
reis coins after Brazil separated from Portugal in 1822. 

Gold doubloons were produced by Spain and their dominions in Bolivia, Chile, 
Columbia, Guatemala, Peru, and Mexico. The 118 Spanish varieties accepted as 
legal tender included escudos in 5 denominations, Joseph Bonaparte’s reales

Congressional actions every few years kept modifying the authorized coins and 
their exchange valuations in dollars. In 1857 Congress finally terminated the sanction | 
of foreign coins as legal tender.

Hawaiian Numismatics from the Monarchy to Statehood was the topic for 
speaker Larry Baber. Larry lived for several years in Hawaii, and was President of 
the Hawaii State Numismatic Association and chaired the 1981 ANA Midyear Con- 
vention there. He reviewed the Hawaiian monarchy from Kamehameha I (“the 
great”) in the late 1700s, through seven descendants to Queen Liliuokalani, who was 
deposed in 1893 and abdicated in 1895. Larry illustrated several denominations of 
coins struck by the monarchy; all are prized by collectors today. He also showed the 
HAWAII overprints on World War II notes, plantation tokens (in the Red Book), 
lunch tokens, bakery tokens, saloon tokens, and transportation tokens. 

The Alaska-Yukon-Pacific Exposition Centennial was the subject of Phil | 
Iversen’s talk. The AYPE was held a century ago on the University of Washington 
campus in Seattle. The purpose was the exploitation of the Pacific Northwest, the | 
Alaska territory, and countries on the Pacific Rim. Many states and countries built | 
exhibit buildings on the 100-acre Ivory City. Displays included Alaskan gold, vege- 
tation, forestry, and historical subjects. Phil showed photos and postcards of the 
many buildings and exhibits, and brought multiple exhibit cases of related souvenirs, 
medals, plates, banners, watch fobs, and booklets. As held for most expositions and | 
fairs, Phil stated there was an “endless scope of collectibles, from ugly to beautiful.”

60 Years Ago—The Society’s Junior Vice President, Don Foster, presented slides on 
the Lincoln Cent, and wrote an article for the Bulletin. He described the cent’s intro- 
duction hoopla in 1909, and the criticism over the designer’s initials appearing on the 
coin. Secretary Eugene Johnson finally realized his ambition of seeing 50 at a 
monthly meeting; 52 members and nine guests attended. 


50 Years Ago—The May Bulletin continued the series of glossy photos on the cover: 
Balboa Park scenes, Torrey Pines, the Point Loma Lighthouse, and Mission San Diego 
de Alcala. Also starting was a column “Ten Years Ago This Month.” (The “Yester- 
Years” term doesn’t appear until editor Rex Salmon’s 2003 issues.) 


40 Years Ago—Dwight Safford wrote about ‘Ducats’ — defined in the dictionary as 
“any of several gold or silver coins formerly used in some European countries.” 
Dwight elaborated about the Italian denari, and Venetian, German, Dutch, and even 
Turkish versions. Today the term is also used for football tickets. Meeting speaker Stu 
Edgerton talked on Ancient Japanese coins, and brought an extensive exhibit to 
illustrate his talk. Al Baber announced the CSNA will issue a compilation of CalCoin 
News articles, entitled Money Talks, which will sell for $5. 


30 Years Ago—Meeting speaker Bill West spoke on ‘John Paul Jones-Dead of Alive.’ 
He brought pictures and medals to illustrate his talk. To complement his talk, Kay 
Edgerton brought a John Paul Jones medal and Ted Gotschall exhibited a drawing of 
the USS CONSTITUTION and had 20 Navy medals. Dwight Safford wrote on the 
‘Experiment’ of the U.S. twenty cent piece, issued to alleviate the shortage of minor 
coins, but rejected because of its confusion with the quarter dollar. Fewer than 1.5 
million were coined in 1875-1878. 


20 Years Ago—Jim Hunt described the centennial exhibit at the downtown San 
Diego Trust and Savings Bank. Their museum displays a nearly complete set of 1889 
gold coins and bullion coins, in addition to old engines and toy trains. Al Baber spoke 
on the ‘Coins of Newfoundland.’ Newfoundland’s coinage ended in 1949 when they 
joined Canada, but it is not too hard to assemble a set of their coins. 


10 Years Ago—Speaker Jim Hunt talked on the California Gold Rush, telling of 
private coinage before Mints were established. Herman Hanson joined SDNS in May, 
and volunteered to make a presentation on —

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SDNS Members Shine at ANA Convention 


The colossal “World’s Fair of Money” filled the plates of 
several SDNS members at the American Numismatic Asso- 
ciation convention held August 5-9 in Los Angeles.

60 Years Ago—SDNS hosted the CSNA Convention at the U.S. Grant Hotel. Regis- 
tration totaled 149, including most SDNS members, and many others that wandered in 
and out. Tours were conducted to Tijuana, the Zoo, a city sight-seeing tour, and a boat 
ride. There were many exhibits, a full bourse, and an auction. Emil Johnson won a 
Special Grand Prize with a model of a historically accurate Viking ship about two feet 
long, made entirely of common silver and copper coins. And it could float upright. 


50 Years Ago—The meeting drew 112 members and guests, who were treated to a 
question and answer discussion with a quiz panel of Paul Hamm, Leroy Harvey and 
Leonel Panosh. Questions included pacing coin purchases so you wouldn’t be broke 
all the time (answer: set a budget and take your time), and: Should coins be cleaned? 
(answer: wash dirty coins with soap, otherwise leave them alone.)

2000-2009 Decade Reaches Numismatic Highs 


Does it seem the U.S. Mint keeps producing more and more coins each year? 
You are correct. The decade just ending had the most number of coin designs in many 
decades. Many collectors find the growth of new issues daunting and expensive, yet 
many others relish the variety. 

The recent explosion of coins by the Mint is documented in the Guide Book of 
United States Coins. To compare, review the last six decades of just the “coin 
designs,” not counting composition changes, mint marks, proof coin differences, or 
minor “hairdos and facials” given to the individuals on the coins. In the 1950s for 
example, the face value of a year set varied from $0.91 up to $1.91, when the coins of 
1951 included two half dollar commemoratives. In 2009, 33 designs were minted, 
sometimes in multiple denominations, with a face value of $365.19. Of course the 
bullion value (and therefore the market value) of the silver, gold, and 
platinum bullion coins is many multiples of the face value. 

The Guide Book differentiates among circulating coins (intended for eventual use 
in commerce), commemoratives (struck for special events or people), and bullion 
coins (traded mainly on their weight in precious metal.) Are Presidential dollars com- 
memoratives or circulating coins? (The Guide Book says circulating coins.) Are First 
Spouse gold coins bullion, or commemoratives? (Answer: bullion.) By decade: 

The 1950s. Lincoln cents, Jefferson nickels, Roosevelt dimes, Washington quarters, 
and Franklin half dollars lasted the entire decade. The only design change was to the 
reverse of Lincoln cents in 1959 when the Lincoln Memorial replaced the familiar 
“wheat back.” Two commemorative _ half

dollars rounded out the Mint’s production, resulting in a total of eight designs for the 
entire ten years, not counting mint marks. Bullion coins were years away. 

The_ 1960s. Only one design change: the Kennedy half dollar replaced the Franklin 
design. Yes, silver coins changed to clad, but the designs didn’t change. No com- 
memoratives were minted, so the decade’s design total is a low six. 

The 1970s. The Eisenhower dollar came and went, and the Susan B. Anthony 
dollar was introduced. Quarters, half dollars, and Eisenhower dollars were given a 
different reverse for the 1976 Bicentennial. Total designs this decade: 10. 

The 1980s. The Lincoln cent, Jefferson nickel, Roosevelt dime, Washington quarter, 
Kennedy half, and Anthony dollar continued without change for the entire decade. 
But the Mint revived commemorative coins in half dollar and dollar denominations, 
and also gold $5 and $10 pieces; a total of 14 commemorative designs. One ounce 
Silver Eagle bullion coins and four sizes of American Eagle gold bullion coins were 
also introduced. Overall total for the decade: 25 designs. 

The 1990s. Anthony dollars ended, and the first five state quarters were introduced, 
representing the only change to circulating coins. Silver and gold bullion coins (also

called NCLT: ”non-circulating legal tender”) were joined in 1997 by American Eagle 
platinum bullion coins in four denominations, with different reverse designs each 
year. And the Mint went wild with commemoratives, producing 59 designs (including 
19 for Olympic games) in the denominations of half dollar, dollar, gold $5 and gold 
$10. Total designs for the 1990s: 86, over three times the previous decade. 

The 2000s. This decade saw changes to every circulating denomination except the 
Roosevelt dime and seldom-seen Kennedy halves. The Lincoln cent’s centennial was 
marked by four reverse designs this year. The Jefferson nickel saw five different com- 
binations of “Westward Journey” designs. State quarters (45) and territorial quarters 
(6) were struck. The Sacajawea dollar debuted, and its reverse was changed in 2009. 
A dozen Presidential dollars and 13 corresponding First Spouse gold coins were intro- 
duced. More bullion coins: the American Buffalo gold coin, nine years of platinum 
bullion in four denominations with different reverses each year, but only one denomi- 
nation (the $100 one-ounce size) in 2009. The closing act: the beautiful gold ultra 
high relief double eagle. 

Many commemoratives were struck this decade (29, but fewer than the 59 in the 
1990s.) Total number of circulating coin designs: 64. Total commemorative designs: 
29. Total bullion coin designs: 57. Overall total of coin designs for the decade: 150.
